The Regulations for Disease Reporting and Control are being amended to add certain diseases
and conditions to the list of diseases that medical care providers and laboratories must report to
the health department. Conducting surveillance for these diseases will enable the health
department to increase its protection of the health of the citizens of the Commonwealth. The
diseases being added are Creutzfeld-Jakob disease in persons under 55 years of age, chronic
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hepatitis B infection in pregnant women, chronic hepatitis C infection, Q fever, smallpox,
invasive pneumococcal disease in young children, tularemia, viral hemorrhagic fever, and any
unusual occurrence of disease of public health concern.

Statement of Final Agency Action

The State Health Commissioner, vested with the authority of the State Board of Health pursuant
to 32.1-20 of the Code of Virginia, adopted this amendment as a final regulation on December
14, 2001. The Virginia Department of Health is hereby amending the list of reportable diseases
that appearsin 12 VAC 5-90-80 A of the Regulations for Disease Reporting and Control.
